The facts in the case are 
pretty well known because ot the mag- 
nitude of the corporate interest at- 
tacked, its policy of publicity and the 
fact that this ground was pretty thor- 
oughly traversed by the Stanley Com- 
mittee. The most interesting and per- 
haps most effective part of the pro- 
ceedings will be the arguments,. Spec- 
ulating on these tho American Metal 
Market says: 
"At first the appearances were that 


the testimony being developed by the 
Government was largely testimony for 
the corporation, in that 
it showed 


early in the corporation's life it with- 
drew from and thereby disrupted va- 
rious pools and associations which had 
existed -in' the steel trade lor the pur- 
pose of fixing prices and controlling 
production. 
These organizations had 


gone unchallenged 
during 
the ten 


years and nine months elapsing from 
the passage of the Sherman law to the 
establishment of the United StatesSteel 
Corporation. 
The Government, how- 


ever, did not hesitate, but obviously 
sought to make the testimony upon 
this point complete and beyond dis- 
cuss.on. 
There became no question 


as to the Government's attitude, and 
later come the Supreme Court's de- 
cision in the Union Pacific case, that 
destruction of the power to compete 
is to be considered, irrespective of 
whether such power had been exer- 
cised, or would have been likely to 
be exercised had the merger not oc- 
curred. 
"The Government's move was astute, 


for which the Steel Corporation had 
been In line to claim that its with- 
drawal from these price arrangements 
was an evidence ot sensitiveness to'the 
law which its components had not 
shown, and its conduct was an evi- 
denct that its existence promised ben- 
efit, not injury, to the public, the Gov- 
ernment seeks through the very same 
evidence to suggest that the formation 
of the corporation destroyed a certain 
power to compete. 
The fact that i1 


has been the Government, instead o: 
the Steel Corporation, that has ad 
duced the evidence ol the corpora 
tion's withdrawal from those organi 
zations, does not alter the valency o 
the testimony lor the corporation Thi 
corporation can use it in its argu 
ments with perhaps more effect than 
if it had itself introduced it. 


"Considering the position taken b 


the Government, It seems certain tha 
the testimony lor the defen.se will pro 
ceed along the line of showing, wha 
is well known in the steel industry 
that there has been very active com 
petition at times since the disruptio 
of the pools and associations. Thi 
however, brings us to the most diff 
cult issue in the suit, how much weigh 
shall be given to the conditions ex 
idling immediately after the corpora 
tion was formed, and how much to 
present conditions, which through 12 
years ol development of the steel In- 
dustry have become altogether dif- 
ferent. In the IJnion I'actf.c case, it 
has. been adjudged that the merger 
destroyed a certain power to compete, 
a-nd there are practically the same 
lailroads In the territory now that 
there were before the merger. 


"On the other hand, take a suppo- 


sititious case, Assume that in 1900 
there svere ten steel concerns, each 
producing 1,000,000 tons a year, and 
controlling prices by agreement; that 
in 1901 seven of them consolidated 
ind in ten succeeding years increased 
their production from 
7.000,000 
to 


10,000,000 tons, while the three in- 
dependents increase to 12, making 
12.000,000 tons a year, whereby a
